Eppiscopacy was to be 
extabhshed by the strong arm of the law, and they who 
were to be trodden down im the wine-prem. 

The king was dethroned, the nobil- 
ity @hughtered, the church led bleeding in ber ashes, and 
the @astitution of the land ground to powder under the 
heelof an armed esurper. But im all this contest, the 
etal ishment of « religious ascendancy was pot slely 
the, of the liberal party. ft ig very probable, nay 
" certain thet if Elizabeth had dispensed with 
the Surplice sed the prayer book, she would have hed eu 
suljects more loval than the Puritans; but although 
their opposition to the government had its nse in re- 
ligiews feelings, the hostility soon became political. 
When again, in the reign of the Long Parliament, they 
found themselves ») wonderfully tnumphant, they began 
to think thet tolerstion was not sufficrent. Altered cir- 
cumstances change the views of men they changed those 
of the Puritans. The abridgment of the prerogative, the 
tol@ration of dimenters, and the elevanon of the parhament 
was the onginal deagn of the leaders on the popular side, 
and that design was not evtended unti! the fathlessness of 
the king and the increasing fury of faction brought 
Charies w the block, and raised Presbyterianiam to s 
fledting supremacy im the state. Loyal as were the 
Puntans under Elizabeth they were any thing but royal- 
iets under Charlies. If they drew their swords for 
frexiom to worship God ax they chose, they did not 
sheath them until they had awerted the great charter of 
British liberty, and by averting a despotism from thei 
country, prepared the way to the revolution of 168% and 
the conerquent extension of hberal principles throughout 
this country and Europe.

Men nowhere could pur- 
chase the right to worsup God after their own consci- 
ences, wutil they bad extorted a ty the sword! from the 
dominant hierarchy. The Hagueeots in France, the 
Protestants im Holland, the Lutherans of Germany, the 
dussenters of England, are all familiar instances of the 
truth of what we my. The doctrine of intolerance be 
fonged to all creeds, and was peculiar to none. The 
Pope at Rome asserted u, the Charch of England taaght 
it, the Seotteh Kark defended ut at the point of the sword 
and with the Holy Covenant in her hands. Yet we 
doubt not that many a persecutor followed his victim to 
the stake honestiy believing that be was doing Ged ser- 
vice. Crammer burned the Anabaptist. There were 
priests, im the reign ot Mary, whe wept over the Prates- 
tants they attended to the flames. We dare not con- 
demn the Puritans for not being in advance of their age 
We may regret that they crukl not recognize im the 
pages of Divine Writ the meek and forgiving temper of 
the Gospel, that they could not emulate Roger Wiliams,

There were honest states- 
men who, in former days, hesitated net to torture. Who 
mangles his prisoner, m our time, uader the fabe hope 
of extorting the truth ' Lard Bacon believed in witches, 
and Sir Edward Cooke taught thet it was our duty te 
wage war on the Infidels, but who now advocates the 
burning of insane eld women, or preaches Crusades to 
vegsin Jerusalem! The world is growing wiser and 
Deter Gaily , ie cats ace cutting awey Gam O8F ever; 
we can see things that were hidden from the sight of our 
fathers ; but shall we condemn those who sat in darkness 
because they saw not, shall we demand at the hands of 
those kiwing in the twrhght of humen knowledge the 
same frosts as uf they had wituessed, with us, the fuller 
blaze of trath' Wetrow not. We judge not lest we 
should ourselves be judged. There will no doubt be 
truisme amerted in the next century of which we have 
now no idea. There are laws amongst as which 
we think nghteous, but which our children will cume 
with the smathema maranatha. Truth is eternal and 
unchangeable —bat net so our capacity to perceive 
truth. The haman mind is im s progressive state, and 
will be so as long as tune endures. Even when we 
shall stand face to face with the angels im heaven we 
will till be learners, we wall be just beginaing to see the 
great truths which we shall altimately comprehend. 
And we have no doubt that the whole angelic world = 
in the same progreamve state.

It is one thing 
to arraign men im the quiet of « study, and under the 
blaze of a more enlightened age, but another thing to 
have lived and acted better than they did, amid the dark- 
news an! preyacdice and temptations of thei times.

They were now whipped, imprisoned, and 
a second ume removed. A second time they came back. 
The gallows met them. But this ently inflamed their en- 
thasiasm the more, and from everywhere the members of 
this sect throaged to the place of martyrdom te bear testi- 
mony against those whose hands, to use their own phrase- 
ology, were wet with the blood of the saints. We do not 
doubt that they were honest, but we fear they were fanati- 
cal We question whether one or more of them was not 
cimed. They pushed into the churches, they harangued 
openly in the market place, they declared their testimony 
at the very tables of those whom the people regarded as the 
chosen ministers of Ged. Some of them, it ws apparent, 
denied the Trinity All seandatized the sacraments. 
It the Arch-Enemy himeelf hed appeared and teid his 
hands on the consecrated bread, the colonists could not 
have been more hornfied; and they imagined that no 
rab were too heavy, no chains too galling, no dungeon 
too dank, no death too sharp for the members of this sacre- 
ligiows sect. There was fanatics on both sides. But 
the blood of the Quakers watered the field of religious 
libeny, and we «it to-day under the shadow of the wee 
which has grown up therefrom. Of all the acts of the 
Pertans the hanging of the Quakers ie the least de 
fensible. (God only knows how much of human rancour 
and bow much of honest though misguided zeal had part 
in thew martyrdomes

In 1762 the qualification was reduced to Forty Ponnds, 
or $134, at which it has ever since remained. The 
oldest son of a treehotter is enutied to vote without pos 
seamng property. The number of delegates to the Amsem- 
bly from each town was apportioned. So long a= the 
State continued agricultural, and the towns maintained 
their relative size, everything went on in a pesceabie, 
just and republican manner. Nearly every citizen owned 
a small portion of land, an hecame thus idenutied with 
the soil, There were few large proprietors in the State. 
So contented indeed were the Rhode Islanders with their 
condition that, while every other State was forming s 
new constitution, they were well satished to live under 
the old charter, and the laws based on it passed by their 
beguslatures. 

In the course of ume, however, the same difficulty hax 
arisen in Rhode Island which arose in England—and 
trom much the same causes. The people ovigrew ther 
constitution. They ceased to be wholly agncaltural, and 
entered largely into manufactures. Men of large for- 
tunes, and deeply mterested im the proapenty of the State, 
@id not own « fot of tend. Bus the law of suffrage hed 
meanume tasked to keep pace with these changes in the 
people, and the neh manufacturer, or the honest though 
poor citizen, were excluded from the ballot box, just 


made up of farmers. Daring the thirty-eight years 
elapsing from 1724 to 1762, it bad been found necessary 
to reduce the freehold qualification from one hundred to 
forty pounds, but now, neariy a century has been suffered 
to pass, during which the character of the imhattants 
has changed infinitely more than during these thirty- 
exght vears. and yet po alteration has been made in the 
law of suffrage sdapted to the new sepect of affairs. 
Meantime, too, the towns bave materially changed their

RIOT IN NEW ORLEANS. 

The city of New Orleans was, on the 20th ult, the 
scene of one of those notes which ecramonally disgrace 
oer country. The cutbreak was similar to the late une 
in Cuncinneti, though pot so aggravated. The deprecta- 
tron of the Municipality notes having inflained the popu- 
ter mind, a mot assemided, held a meeting. and resolve! 


notes were for small amounts. and the chief los, when 
they came to be depr d, fell 1a q on the 
poor. The popular excitement naturally ran high. As 
a prehminary step, a crowd assembled at the Mayor's of- 
fice, to demand the resumption of the Municipality notes, 





and concilatory—well calculated to allay the prevailong 
excitement. But neuher the promises nor threats of that 
funetionary were heeded. The mob mtived from the 
Mayor's office, but instead of diuxpersing, moved wp 
Charles street in the direction of Canal. Upon reaching 
that street, the mob, which hed swelled t over two 
thousand men, commenced an assault on the broker’ 
offices on Canal and Common streets. Three offices 
were entered forcibly and robbed of thei contents, con- 
siting of gold and silver coim and benk votes. The 
amount thus robbed and stolen wm vanourly estimated ai 
from ten to twenty thousand dollars. Betore the work 
of destrucnon had gone far, the police of the 2d Munici- 
pality promptly intertered, and by arresting about a doren 
of the depredators, intimidated and dispersed the rest. 
The culprits whom the police had arrested, were saiely 
lodged im yal under @ strong guard of armed citzens, a 
an sttempt to rescue them was expected. About an hour 
afterwards, the mob railed and again moved up Charles 
street, with the avowed purpose of releasing the prson- 
ets, Bat on reaching Canal street, they were met by 0 
few resolute men, who very soon put them to flight 
Shortly afterwards, several military compauies appeared 
on the ground. Thus ended the abortive effort to sub 
ject New Orleans to mod law. No persuns of respects 
belty, the N. ©. papers say, were found in the affray 
The depredators were mostly hucksters and small dealers.

| ‘The earthquake was not the only calemity which has 
visited Cape Haytian. A fire broke out, two days after, 
which destroyed the pomdes snagazine, aod wrth Ht the 
musetable remnant of the imbabitants who had escaped 
| the earthquake. The towns of St. Nicholas and Port 

Paix are siso said to be destroyed. (ther parts of the 

teland have net yet been heard fom, but it is conjectured 
that all the towns of the north are a mass of ruins. 

‘This earthquske has been felt, ax we learn from the 
south, not only in St. Domingo, but at various places 
from Port au Prince to the Rocky Mountains, and at 
every place it occurred sbout the same hour of the same 
day. Porto Rico appears to have been the most casterty 
point at which the shock was felt. The internal fires, 
it seems, then took a northwesterly direction, struggling 
to escape from thew prison house, and ultumatety tore 
the ground asunder and broke out at Cape Haytien. They 
stretched clear across the breadth of St. Domingo, and 
were felt at Port au Prince on the same day and at nearly 
the same hour. They also trevelied on aed were felt at 

Mayaguers at the seme time; then to St. Martineville 
| and one or two other places in Louisiana; thence to 
Van Buren, Arkansas, and clear up to the foot of the 
Rocky Mountains; where they were also felt on the same 
day. They thus travelled at least 1500 miles, and perhaps 
were felt even further. 

This desolating earthquake wes one of the most vio- 
leat which hes occurred in any part of the world for 
many years, and perhaps it has had no rival ai
